The  1987  Spartan  team  will  return 
almost  all  of  its  players,  although 
Coach  Myron  Smith  ended  his  career 
with  the  Spartans  at  the  close  of  the 
1986  season.

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After  losing  four  starters  off  their  Iowa  Conference  championship  an 
nationally  ranked  1985-86  team,  this  year’s  edition  of  the  UD  Spartan  baskei 
ball  team  had  big  shoes  to  fill  and  were  expected  to  have  a rebuilding  yeai 

But  the  1986-87  season  was  another  success  as  the  local  men  made  a ru 
for  the  league  title  before  finishing  second  and  posting  their  third  straigh 
winning  season  with  a 17- 10  record.  Head  Coach  Jon  Davison , completing  hi 
21st  season,  watched  his  new  squad  take  some  lumps  early  but  by  the  end  c 
the  year  saw  a well-drilled  team  win  its  last  five  games.  After  dropping  its  fir: 
three  conference  games  the  Spartans  won  10  of  their  last  13  for  a 10-6  leagu 
mark,  good  for  a second-place  tie  with  William  Penn  and  Central.  Wartbui 
won  the  conference  with  a 12-4  mark  but  were  beaten  60-56  by  UD  the  la 
game  of  the  season.  Dubuque  and  Wartburg  tied  for  the  most  overall  wins  i 
the  conference  with  17  each. 

In  what  Davison  called  “one  of  my  most  pleasing  seasons  ever,”  Dubuqu 
began  the  year  with  question  marks  but  ended  with  plenty  of  answers.  Ne> 
season  the  Spartans  will  go  for  their  fourth  straight  winning  season  as  the 
return  four  of  five  starters. 

Leading  the  team  this  year  was  junior  guard  Tbdd  Millon  of  New  Orlean; 
The  first  team  All-Conference  pick  averaged  20  points  a game  and  added  fiv 
rebounds  and  five  assists  per  outing  to  draw  attention  as  a NCAA  Division  I 
All-American.  Millon  finished  third  in  the  conference  in  scoring  with  a 19. 
average  and  will  be  the  leading  candidate  for  most  valuable  player  honors  i 
the  IIAC  next  year.  He  is  also  just  79  points  shy  of  becoming  only  the  12t 
player  to  score  1,000  career  points  at  UD.

Tom  Barnes’  first  year  as  head  coach  of  the  UD’s  women’s  basketball  team  was  a 
rollercoaster  ride  as  the  Lady  Spartans  had  their  share  of  peaks  and  valleys  in  1 986-87. 

Dubuque  finished  with  a 9-17  record  and  for  the  third  straight  year -won  five  games 
in  the  Iowa  Conference  against  1 1 losses.  But  there  were  plenty  of  season  highlights  as 
the  Lady  Spartans  crowned  a new  all-time  scoring  champion  and  played  the  spoiler 
role  in  the  league  on  a number  of  occasions. 

Dubuque  started  the  season  with  a 4-4  record  but  were  hit  by  bad  luck  in  losing  1 3 
of  its  last  1 8 contests.  The  team  lost  two  of  these  contests  in  overtime  and  four  others 
by  six  points  or  less. 

On  the  bright  side,  the  Lady  Spartans  finished  the  season  by  winning  their  last  two 
ballgames  and  also  downed  conference  champion  William  Penn  in  a 71-70  thriller  at 
McCormick  Gymnasium.  It  was  one  of  just  three  losses  for  the  Statesmen  in  league 
play.  Dubuque  also  upset  third-place  Loras  52-46,  giving  their  crosstown  rivals  their 
first  league  loss  of  the  season. 

Individually  the  Lady  Spartans  were  led  by  two  of  the  most  prolific  players  in  the 
conference.  Senior  forward  June  Salow  and  junior  guard  Penny  Wehrs  were  a 
dynamic  one-two  punch  for  the  Lady  Spartans.  Dubuque  was  the  only  team  to  have 
two  of  the  top  eight  scorers  in  the  league  as  Salow  finished  sixth  and  Wehrs  eighth. 
Salow  averaged  a team  high  15.7  points  and  6.9  rebounds  a game  and,  in  February 
1987,  became  the  all-time  leading  scorer  in  UD  women’s  basketball  history.  She 
finished  her  career  with  1,291  points.  She  is  also  third  in  career  rebounds  (559)  and 
assists  (261).  Both  Salow  and  Wehrs  were  honored  as  second  team  All-Conference 
picks,  a repeat  honor  for  Salow. 

Salow  will  not  be  the  only  starter  missing  for  the  Lady  Spartans  next  year.  Also 
graduating  are  center  Linda  Mannon  and  forward  Colleen  Finn.  Mannon  was  a two- 
year  letterwinner  who  averaged  six  points  and  five  rebounds  an  outing.  Finn  played 
her  first  year  of  college  basketball  and  instantly  became  a starter  with  an  1 1 point  and 
five  rebound  average.

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The  Spartan  wrestlers  gained  re- 
spectability in  1987.  Fielding  an  entire 
lineup  for  most  of  the  season,  they 
matured  into  a tough  outfit  heading 
into  the  Iowa  Conference  meet  and 
came  away  with  their  highest  league 
finish  since  1971.  UD  was  the  surprise 
of  the  tournament  as  the  local  grap- 
plers  finished  fourth  behind  perennial 
powers  Buena  Vista  and  Central  and 
cross-town  rival  Loras.  Dubuque  ac- 
cumulated 61  points,  its  highest  total 
since  71  points  back  in  1969,  and  had 
five  wrestlers  finish  fourth  or  better. 

The  Spartans  have  a bright  future 
ahead  as  just  one  starter  graduates. 
All  four  top  conference  place  winners 
were  freshmen  or  sophomores. 

Dubuque  had  three  wrestlers  finish 
with  25-plus  wins  in  1987.  Sophomore 
Dan  Francescon  led  the  team  with  28 
wins  against  14  losses.  Francescon 
finished  third  at  the  conference  meet 
and  has  44  wins  in  his  first  two  years 
at  UD.  Also  having  big  seasons  were 
sophomore  James  Pleasant  and  fresh- 
man Keith  Lucy.  Pleasant  finished  the 
year  27-16  and  was  the  highest  place 
winner  at  the  conference  meet  with  a 
second-place  showing.  Lucy  was  26- 
14  with  12  pins  and  finished  third  at 
conference.

The  University  of  Dubuque  baseball 
team  ended  its  season  with  a disap- 
pointing 14-28-1  overall  record  and  a 
5-13  mark  in  the  conference.  Serious 
title  contenders  at  the  start  of  the  sea- 
son, the  Spartans  hit  a late-season 
slump  that  eliminated  them  early  from 
the  championship  race. 

Some  notable  individual  perform- 
ances highlighted  the  1987  season, 
including  the  final  year  of  seniors  Jer- 
ry Brooks,  Dennis  Bradley,  and  Tim 
Fairchild.  Bradley  led  the  team  in  hit- 
ting with  a .329  average  and  also  topp- 
ed the  club  in  at-bats,  hits,  and  runs- 
batted-in.  He  ended  his  college  career 
with  four  career  school  records,  in- 
cluding at-bats  (354),  hits  ( 112),  runs- 
batted-in  (69),  and  stolen  bases  ( 19). 

Brooks  had  a standout  two-year 


stint  as  a Spartan  after  spending  his 
first  two  years  at  a junior  college.  He 
hit . 32 1 over  the  course  of  the  season 
with  a team-high  28  runs  and  14  dou- 
ble, the  latter  a school  record.  Despite 
playing  just  two  seasons,  he  holds  the 
school  records  for  career  doubles  (23) 
and  runs  (67). 

Fairchild,  who  had  a pitching  record 
of  2-6  with  an  eamed-run-average  of 
4.52,  finished  his  career  third  in  the 
record  books  in  games  pitched,  in- 
nings pitched,  and  wins. 

Other  newsworthy  accomplish- 
ments of  1986-87  included  single- 
season records  by  Tbm  Potts  (stolen 
bases,  14),  Tterry  Lambert  (walks,  30), 
and  Steve  Bercier  ( 1.75  eamed-run- 
average).
